HOME 


To the young man or woman 
entering or returning 
to college 
this fall, let me entreat you not to 
forget the home folk. They want 
to hear from you at least once a 
week. They want to know about 
your experiences at college. 
Some college youths who waste 
their time 
and 
their 
parents 
money at college, will devote much 
of the letter home to deceiving 
their parents, at which they may 
prove eminently successful for sev­ 
eral months. 
But 
the large 
majority of col­ 
lege sons and daughters do try to 
be on the square with the home 
folk. 
Some of 
this group write 
letters home that prove a great 
joy 
to their parents and a 
good 
means of education for themselves. 
Writing letters home can become 
the most valuable part of a stu­ 
dent's education. And 
what 
can 
afford a better 
way to broaden 
the 
parent’s education 
than 
to 
write 
intelligently to the son or 
daughter at college? Indeed, some 
parents 
read 
diligently in order 
to write meaty, interesting letters 
to their children away from home. 
Yet 
the college 
student or par­ 
ent may soon gravitate to the level 
of writing to each other very brief 
and prosaic letters. 
Don't Lecture In Letters 
Among the fraiUties of parents 
in writing the son or daughter at 
college is to forget that the youth 
has grown up and, therefore, to 
lecture and exhort him as if he 
were a ten year old. At the same 
time, the college youth is inclined 
not only to feel too old to profit at 
all from parental advice but also 
old enough to advise his parents. 
An e.^ential principal of good 
letter writing between parent and 
child at college, or away from home 
at work, is an atmosphere of adult 
to adult relationship—no lecturing, 
nothing childish, but as man to 
man. Let us parents try to emu­ 
late St. Paul and “put away child­ 
ish things/’ when we write our 
grown-up son or daughters. 
After all. the letters which pass 
between the son or daughter in 
their late teens or early twenties 
and their parents have grown out 
of 
the 
parent-child 
relationships 
over years and years. The contents 
of these letters and their tone have 
been accumulating since the child 
was born. Let mothers of infants 
in arm* begin now to prepare for 
the best possible kind of letters to 
and from this children when he will 
be in his twenties. 
There 
are a number of 
good 
books about college life at college 
and how to succeed at college. You 
may have a list of such by writing 
me at 235 East 45th street, N. Y 
City, 
enclosing

addressed 
envelope with a three cent stamp 
on it. Parents as well as students, 
might profit from reading these 
books which they should be able 
to find in the public library. Also

Q. Do you think that parents 
should cultivate the art of being 
gracious hosts and hostesses to the 
young man or woman, who has a 
date with their daughter or son?

NORRIS REPUDIATES HIMSELF 
We never heard of any person questioning the honesty of Sena­ 
tor George Norris of Nebraska, but in view of recent events his good 
faith is open to doubt. 
Senator Norris was one of the most outspoken opponents of a 
third term for a President in 1928 and in Senate addresses made con­ 
vincing arguments against it. Since Senator Norris recently came out 
for President Roosevelt, opponents of a third term have been looking up 
the speeches the Nebraskan made 111 1928. 
They are just as good as 
any that arc being made now against the third term, and better than 
some. 
Here is an excerpt from one of Senator Norris’ speeches in 
1928: 
"It is important, because, in my judgment, if a President 
of 1 hr United States were allowed to re-nominate himself, as he 
could, it would mean—not perhaps in my lifetime, or it may not 
be in the lifetime of anyone here—but it would mean ultimately 
the establishment in thus country of a monarchy upon the ruins 
of our present republican form of government. 
"A President wishing to be re-nominated, if he wants to 
use the power that is his. after he has been in office for some 
time, can compel h is party . . . to renominate him . . . He is at 
Fhe head o f the machine that has the entire country within its 
grasp, and can, through the power that he possesses, using the 


o f f ic ia ls who are under him and who range down to the lowest 
on the list, to round up delegates; he can control conventions 
as no other man 011 earth can control them . . . He nominates 
himself by using the instrumentality that the law gives him on 
account c f his position. There is 110 competition; there is a trust, 
there 
l s a monopoly o f the nomination as far as his party is 
concerned. ’—Tit usville Hera Id.

forget the home folk-: "They want 
to hear from you at least once a.

their parents, at which they may 
prove eminently successful for sev- 
eral months. 


But the large majority of col- 


lege sons and daughters do try to 
be on the square with the home 
folk.

Writing letters 'home can become 
the most valuable ps.rt of a stu- 
dent's education.

Will Remain Despite Attempts 
Of German Air Force To 
Wipe Out City 


(International New» S e r v ic e ) 
LONDON. Oct 
17.—The British 
government is determined to remain 
in London despite the ferocious at­ 
tem pts of the German air force to 
wipe out the capital, it w’as authori­ 
tatively .stated today. 
In the strongest possible terms, 
official quarters reiterated that the 
government 
has

intention 
oi 
abandoning London. 
On the other hand, it was said 
the official policy remains unchang­ 
ed that all people who are able to 
leave without interfering with their 
business life should do .so.

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The British 


government is determined to remain 
in London despite the ferocious at- 
tempts of the German air force to 
wipe out the capital, it was authori- 
tatively .stated today. 
In the strongest possible terms, 


official quarters reiterated that the 
government 
has 
no intention of 


abandoning London. 


On the other hand, it was said 


the official policy remains unchang- 
ed that all people who are able to 
leave without interfering with their 
business life should do so. 


At the same time, there is no 


question of compulsory evacuation 
of those who are able to leave. 


This clarification oC the govern- 


ment's position in regard to the 
civilian population of London fol- 
lowed announcement by Minister of 
Health Malcolm MacDonald in the 
House of Commons that nearly half 
a million children have been evac- 
uated from the capital since the 
outbreak of the war.

CONVULSIONS IN CHILDREN 
Mother* are always excited and 
worried when a young child has a 
convulsion Yet in most cases their 
fear is far greater than the con­ 
vulsion warrants, for in young chil­ 
dren ttie convulsion is more or less 
common and not serious. Apparently 
a human's nervous system isn't fully 
developed until about the age of 
three, and during this period it takes 
but little to upset the nervous sys­ 
tem and bring on a convulsion. A 
child may react with a convulsion 
to some simple little infection which 
would cause an older person to have 
only a chill or fever. 
Most people are so frightened by 
convulsions in children because they 
think thev are a disease. The fact 
is they are only the symptoms of 
disease and they may be brought 
on by many conditioas. 
The sight of a convulsion is. of 
course, very frightening, and fills 
the ordinary person with a great 
feeling of helplessness. With little 
or no warning, the patient falls 
down, ttie eyes diverge, the arms, 
legs and head jerk and twist un­ 
controllably while the face becomes 
red and sometimes blue in color. The 
body alternately relaxes and stiffens 
for periods ranging from a few sec­ 
onds to several minutes. All this 
time the patient may also be froth­ 
ing at the mouth. 
During the convulsion the child 
will be unconscious and when it Is 
over. he will lapse into a deep sleep 
whirti may last for half an hour or 
may go on for two or three hours.

Whpn he awakens, he will feel quite 
weak, and will have no memory 
whatever of the attack. 
Treatment for the ordinary con­ 
vulsion. as distinguished from the 
epileptic fit, is easy, and simple—do 
nothing, or little. Many people be­ 
lieve that if the body’s jerkings and 
twistings can be restrained the pa­ 
tient will be helped. The fact is. 
this doesn't do a bit of good. All the 
onlooker can do to help Is hold the 
victim’s head so it doesn't strike 
something, and. if the jaws are 
working spasmodically, as they often 
do, insert a corner of a towel be­ 
tween the teeth so the child doesn’t 
bite its tongue. 
Other than this, there is nothing 
to be done effectively. When the at­ 
tack subsides, the patient should be 
left wherever he is to sleep as long 
as he will. This sleep is very bene­ 
ficial and interrupting it is actually 
harmful to the patient. 
Of course, a doctor should be 
summoned at once, for convulsions 
are, as I said, a .symptom of a dis­ 
ease, probably a warning of the 
onset of some infection. The doc­ 
tor, forewarned by a convulsion, can 
often stave off a serious illness by 
recognizing its symptoms before it 
has taken a really firm hold.

W ith the registration of 1.500,- 
000 Pennaylvania men complet­ 
ed without incident, the state's 
4ZZ local draft boards imm e­ 
diately swung into action today. 
Without fanfare, each local board 
plunged into its first ta.sk as soon 
as It received from the county com­ 
missioners the rcgistratic^ cards of 
ail men between the ages of 21 and 
36 who registered yesterday for mil­ 
itary training. 
To SoVt Cards 
The first step by the board.s, all 
compo,scd of three local men ap­ 
pointed by the president, was to sort 
out the registration cards of non­ 
residents. 
These will be forwarded 
to their home districts. 
TYie next step was to .shuffle the 
regLstration cards and number them 
in black ink, starting with the num ­ 
ber 1 and continuing until all the 
cards had received their serial num ­ 
bers. 
Later, following the national 
lottery, the order number will be 
added in red ink to the cards. This 
number will determine the order in 
which each man will be called up 
for military service, unless previous­ 
ly exempted or placed in a deferred 
cla.ss. 
Having numbered all the cards 
each board will immediately mail 
to the .state draft headquarters at 
Harrisburg the names and addresses 
of all registrants. The governor in 
turn will then telegraph to the n a­ 
tional draft headquarters at W ash­ 
ington the total number of men 
registered in the state and the high­ 
est number of men registered In any 
one draft area. 
Send Qnesiioniiairea 
The next im portant step by the 
draft boards wúll be the mailing to 
each registered man of a long ques­ 
tionnaire. 
This is expected to be 
done within a week or 10 days, fol­ 
lowing the national lottery, the date 
for which is expected to be an ­ 
nounced soon by the president. 
When the national lottery has 
been held each local board will num ­ 
ber its registration cards in accord­ 
ance with the numbers drawn at 
Washingtcm. 
Thus, if numbers 285 
is the first one drawn at Washing­ 
ton, each local board will take the 
card with that serial number And 
assign order number 1 to it. 
If 
num l^r 76 is the second number 
drawn, each local board will take 
the card with that serial number 
and assign order number 2 to it. 
And so on until all the cards have 
their order numbers. 
Each board will then mail out 50 
questionnaires daily in the order 
in which the numbers were assigned. 
These questionnaires must be re­ 
turned within five days.

Class 1—Tho.se persons available 
for training and .service in the land 
or naval forces. ^Tliese are the men 
who will be subject to the first draft 
calls.!

Class 2—Those persons deferred 
i because the public interest is best 
I served by their staying at their usual 
work 
¡This applies to men em­ 
ployed in key defense industries. i 
Cla.ss 3—Tho.se persons deferred 
because others are dependent upon 
them for support. 
Class 4—Those persons deferred 
from service either by the law itself 
or for physical disability, or for oth- 
I er reasons. 
i 
Each man will be notified by mail 
of his cla.ssification. 
If not satis­ 
fied, he may file an appeal within 
five days with hLs board. 
Tlie ap­ 
peal will be submitted to a board of 
appeals. 
Men placed in Cla.ss 1 will receive 
a notice from their board ordering 
them to appear for a physical ex­ 
amination. Thase judged physically 
unfit for military service will be 
placed in Cla.ss 4. 
When the president has issued hLs 
first call for draftees, those called 
upon to serve will receive a notice 
from their draft board of the time 
and place to report for duty. 
TTie 
length of military training will be 
one year or more. 
AH registered men were advised 
to keep in touch with their local 
draft board ana to scan tlieir bulle­ 
tin boards constantly. 
“Remember, it is your duty to 
learn w'hat your local board is doing 
about you," the national director of 
selective service warned.

CONVULSIONS IN 
Mothers arc always excited and 


worried when a young child has a 
convulsion. Yet in most, cases their 
(ear is far greater than the con- 
vulsion warrants, for In young chil- 
dren the convulsion is more or less 
common and not serious. Apparently 
a human's nervous system Isn't fully 
developed until about the age of 
three, and during t-his period it takes 
but little to upset the nervous sys- 
tem and bring on a convulsion, A 
child may react with a convulsion 
to some .simple litl.le infection which 
would cause an older person to have 
only a chill or fever. 


Most people arc so frightened by 


convulsions In children because they 
think they are a disease. The fact 
Is they are only the symptoms of 
disease and they may be brought 
on by many conditions. 


The sight of a convulsion is. of 


course, very frightening, and 
fills 


th« ordinary person with a great 
feeling of helplessness. With little 
or no warning, the patient 
falls 


down, the eyes diverge, the arms, 
legR and head jerk and twist un- 
controllably while the face becomes 
red and sometimes blue in color. The 
body alternately relaxes and stiffens 
for periods ranging from a few sec- 
onds to several minutes. All this 
time the patient may also be froth- 
ing at the mouth. 


During the convulsion the child 


will be unconscious and when it is 
over, he will lapse into a deep sleep 
which may last for half an hour or 
may go on for two or three hours.

Treatment for the ordinary, con- 


vulsion, as distinguished from the 
epileptic fit, is easy, and simple—do 
nothing, or little. Many people be- 
lieve that If the body's jcrkings and 
twistings can be restrained the pa- 
linnt will be helped. The fact is, 
this doesn't do a bit of good. AH the 
onlooker can do to help is hold the 
victim's head so it doesn't strike 
something, and, 
If 
the jaws .are 


working spasmodically, a.s they often 
do, insert a corner of a towel be- 
tween the tcclh so the child doesn't 
bite its tongue. 


Other than this, there is nothing 


to be done effectively. When the at- 
tack subsides, the patient should be 
:ieft wherever he is to sleep as long 
as he will. This sleep is very bene- 
ficial and interrupting it is actually 
harmful to the patient. 


Of course, a doctor should be

Sorting Cards 


Is First Duty 


All Men Registered Will Be 


S«nt Long Questionnaire 


To Be Filled Out

diately awiinjr Into action today. 
Without fanfare, each local board 


plunged into its first task as soon 
as it received from the county com- 
missioners the registration cards of 
all men between the uges of 21 and 
36 who registered yesterday lor mil- 
itary training. 


To SoVt Cards 


The first step by the boards, all 


composed of three local men ap- 
pointed by the president, was to sort 
out the registration cards of non- 
residents. 
These will be forwarded 


to their home districts. 


The next step was to shuffle the 


registration cards and number them 
In black ink, starting with the num- 
ber 1 and continuing until all the 
cards had received their serial num- 
bers. Later, following the national 
lottery, the order number will be 
added in red ink to the cards. This 
number will determine the order in 
which each man will be called up 
for military service, unless previous- 
ly exempted or placed In a deferred 
class. 


Having numbered all the cards 


each board 
will immediately mall 


to the state draft headquarters at 
Harrisonrg the names and addresses 
of all registrants. 
The governor in 


turn will then telegraph to the na- 
tional draft headquarters at Wash- 
ington the total number of men 
registered In th« state nn'd the high- 
est number of men registered in any 
one draft area. 


Send Questionnaire* 


The next important step by the 


draft boards will be (he mailing to 
each registered man of a long ques- 
tionnaire. 
This is expected to be 


done within a week or 10 days, fol- 
lowing the national lottery, the date 
for which is expected to be an- 
nounced soon by the president. 


When the national lottery has 


been held each local board will num- 
ber its registratior en rets In accord- 
ance with the numbers drawn at 
Washington. Thus, if 'numbers 285 
Is the first one drawn at Washing- 
ton, each local boorci will take the 
card with that serial number and 
assign order number 1 to It. 
If. 


number 76 Is the second number 
drawn, each local board will take 
the card with that serial number 
and assign order number 2 to it. 
And so on until all the cards have 
their order numbers. 


Each board will then mail out 50 


questionnaires dally in the order 
in which the numbers were assigned, 
Thes« questionnaires must be re 
turned within five days. 
Anyone, 


having 
difficulty 
answering 
the 


questions is advised 
Lo go to his 


nearest advisory board for regis- 
trants. 


Four Clooaif locutions 


Upon return of the questionnaires 


the board will determine from, the 


information in what classification 
each man should be placed. These 
are the four general classes: 


Class 1—Those persons available 


for training nnd service In the land 
or naval forces. (Tlie.se are the men 
who will be subject to the first draft 
calls:) 


Class 2—Those persons deferred 


because the public Interest is best 
served by their staying at their usual 
work. 
tThls applies to men em- 


ployed in key defense industries.) 


Class 3—Those persons deferred 


becausn others are dependent upon 
them for support. 


Class 4—Those persons deferred 


from service either by the law Itself- 
or for physical disability, or for oth- 
er reasons. 


Ench man will be notified by mail 


of his classification. If not'satis- 
fied, he may file an appeal within 
five days with his board. The ap- 
peal will be submitted to a board of 
appeals. 


Men' placed in Class 1 will receive 


a notice from their board ordering 
them to appear for a physical ex- 
amination. Those Judged physically 
unfit for military service 
will be 


placed in Class 4. 


When the president has issued his 


first call for draftees, those called 
upon 'to serve will receive a notice 
from their draft board of the time 
and place to report for duty. The 
length of military training will be 
one year or more. 


All registered men were advised 


to keep in touch with their local 
draft board and to scan their bulle- 
tin boards constantly.

"Remember, It Is your duty to 


leurn what your local board is doing 
about you," the national director of 
selective service warned.

c h a n c e . Your local board should post 
all the names and numbers in a day 
or two, and you can learn yours by 
going and looking. 
Then comes the lottery, expected 
in about 10 days. The order in which 
your serial number is drawn will 
determine your ‘‘order number.’ If 
it is among the first to be drawn 
you will receive an eight-page ques­ 
tionnaire almost immediately. If it 
is weil down on the list, you will not 
receive the questionnaire for some 
time. 
You receive the questionnaire by 
mail, fill it out. and return it to the 
local board, which will then classi­ 
fy you 
If, because of dependents, 
your occupation, or for other rea­ 
sons, you go into a deferred class, 
that will be your last contact with 
the draft—unless your classification 
is later changed 
If you go into Class I—the avail­ 
able” category—you will be called by 
the board for a physical examina­ 
tion by a draft doctor. He may find 
that you are physically unfit, in 


which case you are deferred for all 
unie, that you suffer a minor phy- 
sicai defect, in which case you might 
be called later for “limited service.” 
or that vou are physically, morally 
and mentally sound. 
If you are in the last group, and 
the quota for your district has not 
been filled, you will be sent to an 
“ induction center" near your home 
There you get a second physical 
ex am in atio n , this time by army doc­ 
tors. and if you pass that one you 
are officially in the army, and in 
army hands for the next year of 
your life. 
Assuming you are accepted, the 
army immediately will take you to a 
“reception center.” There you will 
get your uniform, be given typhoid 
and shall pox "shots.” and learn 
the elementary principles of m ili­ 
tary drill and discipline. 
You will be m the reception center 
only a few days, after which the 
army will either send you off to 
join some existing army or National 
Guard unit, or take you to a “ re­ 
placement center” where your train­ 
ing will continue until such time as 
one of the established units calls for 
additional men.
